On Plans for 
New Party 


Ichiro Kono, an infiuential 
leader of the Liberal-Democratic 
Party’s antileadership camp, 
went ahead yesterday with his 
plan to create a new Tory 
party. 

Kono called on Kenzo Matsu- 


mura, one of the antimain cur-| | 


rent leaders and asked him to 
join the new party. 


Matsumura reportedly agreed | 
to Kono’s view that two con-| 


servative parties would he “de 
sirable” for political stability in 


——. 

atsumura, however, did not 
give a definite answer. He 
told Kono~that he would care- 
fully consider his proposal with 
other members of the Miki- 
Matsumura faction. 

At the meeting, Kono stressed 
the need for creating a second 
Tory party in order to prevent 
a one-party dictatorship. 

Kono made a similar bid to 
Shuji Masutani, secretary gen- 
eral of the Government party, 
Thursday. 

Kono told Matsumura that he 
wished to organize the new 
party “as soon as possible” so 
that there would be sufficient 
time for the people to extend 
support to it before the next 
general election. 

Matsumura told the press fol- 
lowing the meeting that he was 
doubtful whether this was the 
right time to form a new party. 

“I, too, davor the organization 
of a new party, so I can fully 
sympathize with Mr. Kono's 
idea,” said Matsumura. 

He said he had _ seriously 
thought of creating a new party 
when the Kishi Cabinet was 


abusing its power in its closing | 


stage. 

But now, Matsumura said, it 
is necessary to “wait and see” 
for a while since the Ikeda Cabi- 
net has wide support, though 
not in a positive sense. 

Meanwhile, Sunao Sonoda 
was expected to visit former 
Prime Minister Tanzan _ Ishi- 
bashi at a villa by Lake Yama- 
neka, in a day or two. 

Sonoda, on behalf of Kono, 
Was expected to sound out Ishi- 
beshi’s intentions on the new 
party projet. 

Kono was reported planning 
to meet former party Vice Presi- 
dent Bamboku Ohno shortly and 
seek Ohno’s understanding for

Typhoon Virginia 
Hits Akita, Aomori 

SENDAI (Kyodo)—Typhoon 
11 (Virginia) swept over the 
city of Akita near the penin- 
sula uprooting trees along the 
streets and blowing down pow- 
er cables and wires. 

In Aomori, some 50 houses 
in the city were flooded below 
their floor levels and the Ou 
Line was knocked out of serv- 
ice when the railroad bed col- 
lapsed at a bridge near Tsugaru 
Yunosawa Station. 

Two ferry boats linking Ao- 
mori and Hakodate in Hokkai- 
do suspended their service. 

The typhoon dissipated and 
passed out into the Pacific south- 
east of Hokkaido late last night. 

Meanwhile, Typhoon 12 
(Wendy) landed on Kochi Pre- 
fecture in Shikoku around 5 
p.m. yesterday, and was expect- 
ed to pass into the Japan Sea 
after sweeping across the Seto 
Inland Sea, and the Kinki, Chu- 
bu and Hokuriku areas late 
last night or early this morning. 

Its course was similar to that 
of Typhoon 11, which disappear- 
ed into the Pacific after cross- 
ing Shikoku and southern Hon- 
shu and sweeping back to land 
in northern Japan from the 
Japan Sea. 

Weathermen said that Wendy 
had a central atmospheric pres- 
sure of 990 millibars and that 
it was gradually losing strength. 

However, it had maximum 
winds of 38 meters per second 
when it passed Cape Muroto on 
the southern tip of Shikoku, and 
. brought stormy weather to vari- 
ous parts of southern Japan 
along its course. 

Meanwhile, Typhoon 13 yester- 
day was spotted west of Tori- 
shima Island, south of Kyushu, 
heading toward Japan.

Allies Reject Russian 
Charges of Recruitment 


LONDON (AP)—The Big Three Western powers Friday re- 
jected Soviet charges that West Germany is illegally recruiting 
West Berliners for service in their armed forces. 

In similar notes delivered in Moscow the United States, Bri- 
tain and France also denied Communist accusations that the 


economy of West Berlin has 


been subordinated to. the mili- | 


tary needs of the Federal Re- 
public. 


The allies were answering So- 
viet notes of protest on June 30 
in which Russia asserted: that 
West Berliners were being re- 
cruited, conscripted and even 
flown to the Federal Republic 
in allied aircraft to serve with 
the Bundeswehr. 


Moscow's accusation had an 
ominous ring to the Western 
powers, who considered that it 
might signal new pressures on 
the allied position in the divid- 
ed city. 

The Western notes are due to 
be published later Friday. 


However, informants said 
that the allies, besides reject- 
ing Soviet charges, counter- 


claimed that East Berlin is be- 
ing used by the Red Govern 
ment of East Germany for its 
military purposes—against 
rules laid down in Four Power 
agreements governing the sta- 
tus of the former German cap- 
ital. 


The American, British and 
French notes were understood 
therefore to have demanded an 
end of East German recruit- 
ment in East Berlin. 


They also made clear in the 
notes the allied desire for the 
Four Power agreements on Ber- 
lin to go on unchanged.

Plan to Police A-Tests | 


GENEVA (UPI)—The Soviet 
Union Thursday proposed a six- 
year timetable for installing a 
worldwide control system to 
police a nuclear test ban treaty. 

Western sources welcomed it 
as very similar to the original 
US. offer. 

Soviet delegate Semyon K. 
Tsarapkin presented the plan 
at the 24lst session of the mara- 
thon nuclear conference, 

U.S. Chief Delegate James J. 
Wadsworth and Britain's Sir 
Michael Wright welcomed the 
highly technical proposal and 
promised it careful study. 

At first glance, both the U.S. 
and Soviet plans called for an 
overlapping three stage instal- 
lation of the control system— 
which includes 180 control posts 
on land and sea as its back- 
bone—to be completed within 
six years, 

Biggest apparent difference 
arose in the first three-year 
stage which, both plans agree, 
would completely install the 
control system in the United 
States, Britain and the Soviet 
Union. 

However, the Soviets wanted 
only 15 control posts in the 
Soviet Union compared with the 
21 demanded by the Americans. 

Both plans agreed there 
should be 11 control posts. in 
the United States and one in 
Britain. 

The Soviet plan also called for 
the installation of control posts 
in the southern hemisphere dur- 
ing the first phases. Under the 
Western plan no posts would be 
built there before the third year 
following Big-Three ratification 
of the treaty.

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The Torch Begins 
Journey to Rome 


OLYMPIA, Greece (AP) — 
Lighted by the rays of the sun, 
the Olympic flame Friday began 
its long journey to Rome from 
this ancient Greek birthplace of 


| the Olympics. 


Runners and a sailing vessel 
were carrying the flame to the 
Italian capital, where the 1960 
Games open Aug. 25. 


In a solemn ceremony at this 
shrine haunted by memories of 
the earliest Olympics, a Greek 
woman — dressed in the robes 
of an ancient priestess, her clas- 
sic features without modern 
makeup, held a magnifying 
giass in front of a torch. 

A thin second later, a flame 


leaped from the torch. 

The “priestess” prayed to 
Zeus, mightiest of the ancient 
Greek gods. 

“As a beseecher I come to 
Zeus,” she said, “so that the 


rays of Phoebus (the sun god, 
Apollo) may light the sacred 
torch, the flame of which — 
borne over land and sea to the 
stadium of Rome—shall illu- 
minate the noble contest of the 
peaceful Games to the peoples 
of the world.” 

The flame will be kept alive 
until the last day of the Olym- 
pics, Sept. 11. 

Mrs. Aleca Catselli, a hand- 
some Athenian woman, was the 
high priestess of the ceremony. 
She was flanked by vestals—all

prominent young members of 
Athenian society. 


They wore the flowing ash 
gray, silvery tunics of pries- 
fesses of the Greek goddess 
Hera, wife of Zeus. At times 
they had trouble walking about 
the ancient ruins here, tripping 
over the long robes. 

The lighting of the flame with 
a magnifying glass recalied the 
ancient Greek faith in Apollo, 
the sun god. It was as if Apollo 
had sent the flame himself from 
his sun chariot. 

A warm, bright Greek sun 
shone down on the ruins of the 
ancient stadium, where the first 


| Olymipic Games were held. An 


altar Was set up in the stadium 
for the ceremony. When the 
torch was lit, it was placed in a 
classical Greek vase, carried in 
a processsion through an an- 
cient archway, and placed on an- 
other altar among the nearby 
ruins of an ancient temple to 
Hera.

Japan Yachtsmen 
Ready for Games 


NAPLES, Italy (AP)—Mem- 
bers of the Japanese yacht team 
set to work Thursday, their 
first full day here, putting 
their sleek craft in condition 
for the Olympic Regatta which 
opens Aug. 29. 


Elated by their first look 
Wednesday at the Italian Star 
Class yacht which they have 
chartered for the Olympics, the 
seven-member team was aiming 
for a medal in the Star Class 
and a ssible place in the 
Dragon Class. 


“It could happen,” said Kizo 
Horie, team manger. 


But the first business of the 
day was to rush work on their 
two Dragon Class boats. 


The Japanese have entered 
1958 Kanto University Snipe 
champion Yasuo Hozumi in the 
Finn Class, Mizuki Yamada and 
Yoshimatsu Sakaibara in the 
Star, and skipper Masayuki 
Ishii, Setsuro Kawada and Yu- 
taka Okamoto in the Dragon. 

When they arrived in Naples 
Wednesday, the Japanese found 
three boats awaiting them. The 
Donald, a swift Star Class ves- 
sel chartered from the Posillipo 
Yacht Club here, won smiles 
of approval from the yachts- 
men. 

“It's a fine ship,” said Ya- 
mada, who will be its helms- 
man, as he looked it over. “I 
think we could do pretty well 
with this ship.” 

Two more craft—the Dragon 
Class Hinomaru, constructed at 
the Okamoto Shipyards in 
Yokohama, and the Boreas, a 
fresh-water craft chartered 
from a wealthy Basle physician 
—were being unloaded into 
their cradles as the Japanese 
arrived at the yacht club Wed- 
nesday. 

Between Thursday and the 
evening of Aug. 14, the team 
will tryout the two vessels and 
decide which they want to enter 
in the Olympics..

Olympic ‘medalist Augustino 
Straulino, and the Americans, 
were favored in the Star Class. 
But Yutaka Okamoto, Japanese 
team captain and son of the 
Yokohama yacht-builder, pre 
dicted “We'll give the others a 
fight.” 

In the Dragon Class, Denmark 
was favored, largely on the 
basis of its all-round sailor Paul 
Elvstrom. But Sweden and Nor- 
way were ranked right behind. 


Horie and Okamoto said Ja- 
pan had as good a chance as 
any other country of placing be- 
hind the three Scandinavians. 

In this they had the 
wishes of the other Asian teams, 
who were not rated a chance. 

The Indonesians have charter- 
ed an eight-year-old Italian ves- 
sel, Partenope, in the Dragon 
Class. Skipper Danudirdjo 
Ashar said his team had little 
hope to placing high in the final 
standings, but declared, “We 
have to get at least one Asian 
flag up.” 

The Filipinos, who said they 
would be doing well if they 
placed 20th in the field of 38 


in the Dragon Class, echoed 
this feeling. ' 
Yachtsmen described the 


conditions at Naples as “almost 
ideal.” The winds are stronger 
than originally anticipated— 
around 14 knots out at sea 
where the Dragon Class boats 
will race—and very steady. 


.Filipino team manager Albert 
Capotostino saw as the only un- 
favorable factor the “big ground 
swells which make it difficult to 
keep the spinnakers full.” 


“Under such conditions, the 
home team doesn’t have a very 
big advantage,” agreed Horie.

The first Japanese Trade Fair 


in Moscow, bigger than any held | 


by Japan elsewhere in the 
world, will open at Sokolniki 
Park Tuesday for a run of three 
weeks. 

Taking part in the fair are 
217 leading Japanese makers 
who will exhibit a total of 
9,870. samples of their products. 
The items, mostly heavy indus- 
trial products, will be displayed 
in three giant pavilions set up 
in the 8,200equare-meter fair 
site. 

The fair will start with a brief 
opening ceremony ‘Tuesday. 
Michisuke Sugi, board chairman 
of the Japan Export Trade Pro- 
motion Agency (JETRO) and 
head of the fair Gelegation, will 
cut the tape. 

Mitsujiro Ishil, Ipternational 
Trade and Industry Minister, 
will attend the ceremony as the 
Japanese Government's repre- 
sentative. It is the first time 
that a Japanese Cabinet minister 
has been given the assignment 
of attending an overseas Japa- 
nese sample exhibition. 

Also at the fair opening will 
be Tokutaro Kitamura, board 
chairman of the Japan-Soviet- 
East Europe.Trade Association, 
and two Japanese industrial 
survey missions, now touring So- 
viet Russia. A total of 500 Japa- 
nese are expected to converge 
on the fair Tuesday, 

Fair officials expect a million 
visitors during the fair’s three- 
week run. The fair is expect- 
ed to hejp pave the way for bet- 
ter trade relations between Ja- 
pan and Russia, although big 
contracts may not be concluded 
during the fair. 


U.S. Gov't Says 
Japan NotDumping 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo) — 
The U.S. Treasury Department 
Thursday denied an allegation 
by American industrial circles 
that Japan was dumping its cast 
iron tube joints in the United 
States. 

It said that cast iron tube 
joints imported from - Japan 
were being sold at fair prices 
and did not constitute a viola- 
tion of the anti-dumping regula- 
tions.

Government’s Silk Price 
Program Proves Failure 


By SHELDON WESSON 


Once again the raw silk 
market has moved beyond the 
so-called “stabilization range” 
and once again the Govern- 


‘ment’s price stabilization pro- 


gram has proved to be a com- 
plete failure. This time, with 
a nominal upper stabilization 


limit of ¥200,000 per le, the 
market has run we over 
¥210,000. 


The stabilization mechanism 
has failed to keep the market 
from penetrating the so-called 
“floors” and on several occa- 
sions has failed to prevent pene- 
tration of the upper limits. (One 
hesitates to use the term “ceil- 
ing” with its implications of 
firmness.) 


The Government had a 50,000 
bale stock which it had accu- 
mulated at a lower price, to sell 
at ¥195,000 and (starting June 
1) at ¥200,000, to control an 
upward movement. But the 
selling prices remained rigid 
while the market moved up- 
ward. The result was simply 
an automatic profit for people 
who bought silk at ¥200,000 
with the market at ¥205,000 and 
higher. 

This strange operation is in 
the tradition of Government 
attempts to control the silk mar- 
ket—a tradition which has ig- 
nored realities. At one time a 
year ago, we had seen Govern- 
ment buying silk ¥10,000 a bale 
higher than it was selling— 
simultaneously. We have seen 
the Government buying ¥30,000 
above the market; and now, re- 
cently, selling ¥10,000 below. 


These are marvelous mani 
festations, indeed, of the bu 
reaucratic mind which seems 
to believe that the market may 
be dominated by mere words on 
paper—that the authority of 
regulations will frighten the 
industry into line. 

The “ever-normal granary” 
idea behind the stabilization 
rograms has been an outstand- 
ing failure in the United States, 
in attempts to control prices of 
farm products whose produc 
tion is measured in huge aggre- 
gates. In Japan, the Govern- 
ment has tried to apply the 
same principle to a production 
which is inherently thin: Moved 
by relatively small influences in 
one direction or the other, be- 
cause of the basically close ba- 
lance between supply and de- 
mand. 

In other words, the Govern- 
ment has tried to induce rigi- 
dity into a market which is basi- 
cally antipathetic to rigidity. In 
the recent situation, it might 
have been more realistic to sell 
the Government’s own stock on 
a scale-up basis, following the 
market trend, in an attempt to 
brake the movement. Instead, 
the Government held to a rigid 
price, only adding to the profits 
of those who fought to buy its 
stocks. 

The funny thing is right now 
that the Government is com- 
mitted to buy back about~4,000 
bales as a price stabilization 
measure—while the market is 
more than ¥70,000 above the 
“floor” price. 

Asked what they intend do- 
ing about the recent price 
movement, the Raw Silk Bu- 
reau confessed that they were 
helpless, under present legisla- 
tion, although they considered 
the price advance “undesir- 
able.” Their stocks are almost 
all sold out, and the weapon 
to control prices is eliminated. 

The use of the term “undesir- 
able” is interesting. The mar- 
ket is “high” in relation to 
the ¥140,000 floor and the 
¥200,000 ceiling. It is “moder- 
ate” if related to the ¥190,000 
floor and ¥240,000 ceiling which 
existed a couple of years ago. 

In other words, terms like 
“high” prices or ‘low” prices 
are at best relative ... rela- 
tive to recent prices only, re- 
lative to a price level to which 
customers have temporarily be- 
come accustomed. 

If, as the bulls in the market 
opine, this year’s supply may 
be smaller than potential de- 
mand, then a price advance is 
the natural result—the silk will 
go to the users who are will- 
ing to pay the prices. If they 
have guessed wrong, then the 
pressure of new production 
will bring prices down again. 
This is natural market activi- 
ty—and the sharpness of the 
price movements in either di- 
rection is based, again, on the 
thinness of the market, the 
really small amount of silk in- 
volved. 

True, the price advance has 
stifled the silk plece goods ex- 
port business, just starting to 
recover from the ill effects of 
the aftermatch of the organdie 
boom. But exports of raw silk 
are active, so someone must be 
ablé, abroad, to buy at these 
prices and make a profit. In 
the domestic market, sales of 
kimono and silk dresses are 
rae guparngg If silk should price 
tself out of the export piece 
goods business, and domestic 
weavers are still willing to pay 


the prices, then that is just too 
bad for one type of business 


and fine for another group. 

To ‘say arbitrarily that prices 
are “high” or “undesirable” is 
again a disregard of the simple 
supply - demand relationship. 
The price movement of the next 
six weeks or so will show 
whether the recent price ad- 
vance is justified or not.

Sandoz Subsidiary 
Established Here 


The Sandoz Ltd. in Basle, 
Switzerland, Thursday announc- 
ed the formation of its Japa- 
nese subsidiary company in To- 
kyo under the name of San- 
doz Yakuhin K.K. 

At a press conference held at 
the Imperial Hotel in Tokyo, 
Dr. R. W. Zwicky, managing 
director of the new company, 
said it was established for the 
sole purpose of introducing and 
promoting the Sandoz pharma- 
ceutical specialities in the Japa- 
nese market. 

The company officially com- 
pleted registration procedure 
with the Japanese Government 
on July 20, he said. 

With the formation of the 
Japanese company in Tokyo, he 
said, the latest developments of 
Sandoz’s laboratories in Switzer- 
land would be available to the 
Japanese markets. 

Dr. Zwicky said Sandoz Ltd. 
in Basle, originally founded in 
1886, had branch offices in 120 
countries in the world with a 
giobal turnover of ¥48,400 mil- 
lion in 1959. Ninety six per cent 
of the company’s sales were 
— made outside of Switzer- 
and. 

He said that a pharmaceutical 
speciality, called Ballergal, con- 
taining ergotamine as one of its 
active ingredients, is be 
widely used as a stabilizer and 
regulator of the nervous sys 
tem, in the Japanese market.

5 Yards to Build 
7 U.S. Coal Ships 


The Transportation Ministry 
has authorized five shipbuilding 
companies to build seven coal 
transports amounting to 265,000 
dead-weight tons which have 
been ordered by two U.S. ship 
ping firms. 

This was reported to the Cabl- 
net by Transportation Minister 
Yoshio Minami at yesterday's 
regular Cabinet session. 

Minami said the transports 
will be contracted by the three 
major iron-steel makers Fuji 
and Yawata Iron and Steel, and 
Japan Steel and Tube, on long- 
term contracts. 

Five of the seven are of the 
35,000-ton class ordered by the 
Neass Shipping Co., and the re- 
maining two are of the 45,000- 
ton class ordered by the Marine 
Transport Co. 

Minami told the Cabinet that 
Japanese shipping firms could 
not build such ships because 
the interest rates on Develop- 
ment Bank loans were too high. 
He said steps would be taken 
to enable Japanese shipping 
firms to compete with their for- 
eign counterparts. 

The Cabinet accepted Mi- 
nami’s suggestion and promis- 
ed to study such steps. 


Canned Salmon Fills 
Yokohama Godowns 


Warehouses , adjoining the

Agency is planning to create a 
public corporation during next 
fiscal year to help the develop- 
ment of new scientific techni- 
ques which private circles are 
hesitant to undertake because 
of risks involved. 

Creation of the corporation 
by extracting the development 
division from the Physical and 
Chemical Research Institute 
and expanding it highlights the 
key policies of the agency for 
fiscal 1961, announced Thurs- 


day. 

The key policies also call for 
an increase in the number of 
science and engineering stu- 
dents in universities and colleg- 
es and retraining of technicians 
in order to meet the serious 
shortage of these in industries. 

Special taxation measures 
and state subsidies will be ac- 
corded private research insti- 
tutes and laboratories in order 
to encourage scientific and tech- 
nical studies and experiments. 


The board will also put em- 
phasis on the development of 
various atomic energy projects, 
such as those concerning power 
reactors, nuclear-powered ships, 
material testing reactors and 
fusion reaction, during fiscal 
1961, which is the first year of 
Ahe new long-range atomic ener- 
gy development program, 

Promotion of space science in 
close cooperation with foreign 
nations and creation of a new 
research institute for basic tech- 
niques of electror ic engineering 
are also being planned.

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Macmillan-Adenauer Talks 

British Prime Minister Macmillan completed his visit 
to West Germany and returned to London on Thursday 
after conversations with Chancellor Adenauer on what both 
men described as efforts to tighten the unity of Europe. 
Mr. Macmillan’s visit may be regarded as supplementary 
to the secret talks in Paris at the end of last month between 
Dr. Adenauer and French President Charles de Gaulle. 

At that time the Paris talks were regarded as partly 
prompted by the fear that in the next few months, in view 
of the approaching presidential election, the United States 
might be less active than usual in the arena of international 
politics, and that Moscow would seek to take the op- 
portunity to secure some advantage at the experise of the 
Western powers, especially in West Berlin. 


Since then, however, U.S. Secretary of State Herter 
has proclaimed in unmistakable terms thatthe United 
States can act with “speed, force and unity” and is far 
from paralyzed during the present presidential election 
campaign. Mr. Herter said at the same time that the 
United States could not indefinitely continue suspension 
of nuclear weapon tests while negotiations with Soviet 
Russia for an inspected test system dragged out in Geneva, 
although he made no mention of any deadline on this 


matter. 


There was no fixed agenda for the Macmillan-Adenauer 
talks in Bonn but it appears that they were concentrated 
on proposals to tighten up European political and economic 
integration and to broaden political consultations among 
the NATO allies as well as to consider problems arising 
from the disturbed situation in Africa and Soviet threats 


against Berlin. 


While there appear to be no outstanding political 
differences between Britain and West Germany this can 
hardly be said to be the case with regard to economic. 
matters. The division of Europe into two trade blocs— 
the Common Market bloc and EFTA—was in the minds 
of the two statesmen in discussing the economic prospects 


of the continent. 


How far opposing economic views can 


be reconciled is not yet revealed but Britain is believed 
to be ready to enter the six-nation bloc if its present 
members would loosen the organization in such a way 
as to enable Britain to retain her traditional ties with the 


Commonwealth countries. 


The six nations are, of course, 


West Germany, France, Italy, Belgium, the Netherlands 
and Luxemburg. The present situation can never be satis- 
factory and it seems likely that some sort of economic 


federation of Europe with 
eventually come about.

interests is a vexatious problem. 

But if there is a great need for closer economic integra- 
tion of the European countries, the call for greater political

There is a strong feeling that despite defense cooperation 
in NATO, there are underlying political differences which 
might endanger unified defense policies in an emergency. 
And defense matters, as well as economic, rest to a large 
extent on the need for a firm basis of political cooperation. 

The formidable military forces which NATO might be 
called upon to meet were outlined in Washington on 
Monday by General Hans Speidel, who commands all 


NATO’s land forces m Central Europe. 


In outlining the 


strength of the Russian and satellite forces facing NATO, 
he said the Russians had 20 tank and mechanized divisions 
in East Germany, two in Poland, four in Hungary—all 
combat ready. These could be reinforced by 20 Czech, 
Polish and East German divisions, he said. “From European 
or Western Russia, the Soviets can move forward 40 to 50 
divisions if they are not prevented from doing so by our 
air forces,” concluded General Speidel. And these ground 
forces can be supported by upward of 6,000 Soviet and 


Satellite aircraft. 


It is a frightening pikture of Communist strength in 
Europe and if Moscow’s aggressive moves anywhere in 
the world are to be countered successfully, it is clear that 
the Western allies must present a solid defensive front to it. 

That such a front, to be strong enough to fulfill its 
purpose, demands the utmost possible political and economic 
unity, has now become the commonly accepted view of 


the West European leaders,

No doubt Mr. Macmillan’s visit to Bonn was undertaken 
with some modification already in his mind of the view 
he at one time held that Soviet Russia could be conciliated 
by various concessions and induced to cooperate with the

Khrushchev to his letter saying that he failed to under- 
stand the latter’s policy must have considerably disillusion- 
ed him and given him a new understanding of how 
Moscow interprets the phrase “peaceful coexistence.” This 
alone would have brought him nearer to Chancellor Ade- 


nauer’s views on the matter. 


Their joint communique shows that the two statesmen 
are convinced that the latest developments in the inter- 
national situation have made the close cooperation of the 
Free World essential and that they are in agreement on 
the “broad objectives” to be followed in the interests of 
Europe and the Free World. They undertake, moreover, 
to study “in ceoperation with their respective partners,” 
all possible solutions of the problems involved and to 


exchange ideas. 


Further meetings between the West European leaders 
appear to be envisaged and these may prove more profitable 
than any attempts to revive the East-West summit talks

Conformity to Consensus 
15 Years After War's End, Japanese Pattern of Behavior Is Changing 


Japan is still in search of a 
national consensus of opinions. 
This fact, though a little disap- 
pointing, must be acknowledged 
as such, when Japan concludes 
the 15th year in postwar demo- 
cracy at the war-end anniver- 
sary next Monday. 

The leftist demonstrations in 
Tokyo, that caused the cancella- 
tion of Eisenhower's visit and

ists. The Japanese nation, ex- 
cluding perhaps the hard-core 
Communists, should have broad- 
er areas of national consensus. 

Contrary to the Communist 
propaganda claims, Japan wants 
peace and prosperity but does 
not want to step on anybody 
else’s toe. Peace and prosper- 
ity are surely acceptable aims 
and they offer a sound basis for 
broader consensus. 

There is no nation made u 
of angels but the war-end anni- 
versary drives home again the 
impdssibility of any military 
aggression for a nation like 
Japan with limited resources. 
Despite these limitations, Japan 
fought the last war and its re- 
cords stagger, rather than in- 
spire the Japanese, because the 
Japanese now feel like the pro- 
verbial woman who, after a fire, 
could not believe that she had 
really carried the heavy chest 
out of the burning house. 


Lack of Confidence _ 

Japan's quick economic re- 
covery has so far failed to re- 
store Japanese self-confidence. 
Lack of confidence may some- 
times appear grotesque but, to 
some extent, it represents a s0- 
ber recognition of limitations 
that could have changed Japan's 
course some 20 years ago. 

The advancement in weapon 
technology has willy-nilly re- 
moved Japan further from war- 
making capability. But take a 
major power like the United 
States. It wants neither an all- 
out nuclear war, nor a war of 
attrition like the Korean enga- 
gement in 1950. These are all 
plain facts. 

But world peace now rests 
precariously on balance of 
power including the mutual hor- 
ror of nuclear biasts. Neither 
side can afford to tip the 
balance in the opponent's favor 
by letting an ally drift off. If 
the world balance of power be- 
comes upset in any serious de- 
gree, it might precipitate world 
war Itt. Consequently, the 
world finds itself rather tightly 
aligned in a collective security 
system. 

All of these basic facts must 
be accepted as such and the ac- 
ceptance does not seem to 
any real difficulties. Strangely, 
however, the Japanese Social- 
ists and the Sohyo labor leaders 
refuse the acceptance. 

Like Thoughtful Parent 

Does this refusal stem from 
their commitments to _  inter- 
national communism? If so, 
Japan's unity is superficial and 
Japan is split like Korea and 
Germany. But the Japanese 
people do not want to draw 
this conclusion. At least part 
of the unpopularity of former 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
arises from the fact that he 
drew the logical conclusion 
that the people did not want to 
draw. 

Politically, it is indeed foolish 
to force upon the people some- 
thing they do not want. Our 
political leaders would do bet- 
ter by behaving like a thought- 
ful Japanese parent, who tries 
to guide the child not by scold- 
ing but by cajolery. Once when 
the police was stronger than 
now, it was easy to let children 
behave themselves by telling 
them “you will be handed over 
to a policeman.” But many a 
parent was more thoughtful and 
said, ““Shall I hand you over to 
a policeman? Oh, no, you are 
a good boy!” 

After Kishi told the people 
that they were bad bovs, the 
happy role of the thoughtful 
parent fell upon Ikeda. The so- 
called tei-shisei (agreeableness) 
of Prime Minister Ikeda’s Gov- 
ernment is proving fairly suc- 
cessful. Some cynics—includ- 
ing newsmen and leftist opposi- 
tionists — say, however, the 
agreeableness will soon yield to

Ikeda’s natural haughtiness (ko- 
shisei). But a man of Ikeda’s 
caliber should be able to mas 
terfully use a technique that 
seems hardly more complex 
than nursery techniques. 


Conformity Rules 

By using the tel-shisel tech- 
nigue, our Government can be 
expected to refrain from any 
attempt to impose conforriity 
and foster instead a democratic 
consensus. In Japanese politics, 
it seems, conformity rather 
than consensus still plays a 
larger role. In Japan, one 
deems it wise to conform wi" 
the dominant trends in a certain 
group—be it a faction, a politi- 
cal party or the entire Japanese 
nation. 

Loyalty to the Emperor in 
prewar Japan used to demand 
of the Japanese a grand con- 
formity with the patriotistic pat- 
tern of behavior. Japan's sur- 
render 15 years ago shattered 
this grand conformity but petty 
conformity remains every- 
where. It also remains among 
the Socialists, trade unionists 
and the leftist progressive in- 
telligentsia. 

Red China Problem 

Petty conformity, however, 
does not substitute for grand 
conformity. Therefore, Japan 
must have a democratic con- 
sensus of opinions by all means, 
What is considered to be the 
minimum essential of demo 
cratic consensus has been out- 
lined above. Except for the 
hard-core Communists, consen- 
sus means just looking at the 
world realistically. 

There are some pitfalls, how- 
ever. The tei-shisei technique 
may end just as an answer to 
political exigencies, as predict- 
ed by cynical observers. It may 
also be confused with some 
thing else. 

Firstly, it may be confused 


with softness toward Commu- 
nist countries. Communist 
China sent a delegation to the 
recent anti-A-bomb rally in To- 
kyo after two years of suspend- 
ed relations with Japan. The 
two-year suspension of trade 
has proved that Japan can get 
along quite well without the 
continental Chinese market. 
But Japan cannot completely 
disregard Communist China, 
partly for long-range econom- 
cal reasons and partly for sentt- 
mental reasons, Communist 
China has posed a problem by 
breaking its self-imposed sus- 
pension of contacts. It remains 
to be seen how Ikeda’'s tei-shisei 
Cabinet solves’ this problem, 
perhaps after the election, 
Loose Money 

If the Japanese succeed in es- 
tablishing broader areas of na- 
tional consensus, the Chinese 
trade will not pose any diffi- 
cult problem. But, for lack of 
consensus, even trade and cub 
tural contacts with Communist 
nations involve some danger. 

Secondly, the tei-shisel tech- 
nique may also be confused 
with loose money policy. 
Prime Minister Ikeda this Sun- 
day pledged himself to what he 
called the three pillars of his 
new policies, namely tax reduc 
tion, improvement of the social 
security system and increased 
investment in public works. 
The experts in his “brain trust” 
may have the answer but the 
nation has not been informed 
as yet how the Government 
proposes to fulfil its triple ob- 
jectives. 

The tei-shisei technique, how- 
ever, has a deeper historical 
and psychological significance. 
Whether our Government lead- 
ers are aware of it or not, 
Japan must proceed from con- 
formity to consensus to succeed 
as a democracy.

The Government of India did 
not expel the Chinese Commu- 
nist Hsin Hua News Agency 
representative, Kao Liang. It 
merely did not extend his per- 
mission to remain in India 
when it expired; the identical 
thing which has happened a 
number of times to Japanese 
journalists in Peiping. 

Unlike these Japanese, how- 
ever, it must be pointed out 
that Kao Liang was not sending 
out unbiased stories but instead 


was producing one-sided pre- 
judiced reports, the only object 
of which seemed to present a 
distorted view of conditions in 
India. 


For example, Kao Liang sent 
reports that the Indian Govern- 
ment brutally suppressed a 
strike by government employ- 
es. This was absolutely false. 
He also lied in his reports 
about disturbances in Assam 
State, the border dispute when 
China claimed Indian territory, 
and regarding conditions of suc- 
cor to Tibetans who fied the 
Chinese Reds as well as other 
news events.

However, at a time when the 
world is struggling to avoid 
another war, is it appropriate 
to build a monument in mem- 
ory of those who were sen- 
tenced to death as war crimi- 
nals? Those who wish to re- 
member will remember them 
anyway in their hearts with or 
without a monument, 


The monument cost ¥15 mil- 
lion. I do not know how the 
fund was raised. It is up to 
individuals how they feel to- 
ward the dead, but I hope that 
Japan's future generations will 
not think that the “Seven 
Samurai” did something good 
for the country, because mem- 
orials are usually built to im- 
mortalize persons who have ac- 
complished noble and worthy

Focus on West Europe 


D. HALL 


has reported that a railway tun- 
nel is a practicable possibility. 
It could be either bored or 
immersed, would cost about 
£109 million and could be 
ready for use in some six and 
a half years. Two single track 
tunnels are envisaged, with a 
capacity of 216 trains a day in 
each direction. Doubledecker 
trains at 10 minutes intervals 
would be able to take, 1,800 
cars and 4,200 passengers an 
hour through the tunnel in 


each direction. This would be | 


70 per cent more than the peak 
volume of traffic forecast for 
1980. Direct service between 
London and Paris would. take 4 
hours 20 minutes, including 30 
minutes in the tunne!] itBelf at 
speeds of between 65 and 70 
miles an hour. 


The study group is strongly 
in favor of a rail instead of a 
road tuhnel. Another sugges- 
tion from three companies, 
British, French and American, 
is that a bridge would be a 
safer and more economical pro- 
position. There are also ex- 
perts who say that the hover- 
craft is likely to make either a 
bridge or a tunnel out of date. 


Music in the Mountains 


With so many festivals of the 
arts to choose from, a holiday 
in Europe becomes as much a 
cultural as a merely recreation- 
al expedition. ,One of the long 
Standing festivals is that held 
in honor of Mozart at his birth- 
place in Salzburg. This year 
the 40th Salzburg Festival was 
attended by the Austrian Pres- 
ident and Chancellor, with over 
2,000 Europeans of distinction 
and music lovers from all over 
the world, who also attended a 
ceremony inaugurating the new 
£3 million Festival Theatre. 


Round the Capitals 


London reports that scientists 
working on Britain’s first all 
steel supersonic aircraft have 
developed two completely new 
steels for future high speed 
aircraft. These steels are heat 
and corrosion resistant stainless 
steels which will stand up to 
the temperatures of over 250 
degrees centigrade which are 
encountered by aircraft flying 
at supersonic speeds. 


Paris reports that a party of 
of French, Belgian and British 
archaeologists are to excavate a 
site in the Charente, where it 
is hoped to obtain evidence of 
neolithic occupation of that part 


of France. The team will 
employ electronic methods of 
surveying the site. A date of 


around 2,500 B.C. has already 
been established for the site by 
means of radioactive carbon. 
Excavations will be in charge 
of a British archaeologist, and a 
French archaeologist will 
analyse finds. 


Moscow reports the arrival of 
three Britons after an almost 
nonstop 1,750-mile journey from 
their home near London in a 
23 year old “baby” car, a 7 h.p. 
Austin. The trip took five days 
and nights with the three, a 
company director, a schooltea- 
cher and a salesman, taking 
turns at the wheel. They aver- 
aged 23 mph and suffered only 
one mishap, a broken shock ab- 
sorber shackle. It may well be 
a record for a small car of that 
age. 

Steckholm reports that 
Britain is sending to the Inter- 
national Instruments and 
Measurements Exhibition to be 
held in the capital next month 
a plutonium -.in air monitor 
which is believed to be the only 
one of its type in the world. It 
is a device for continuously 
sampling air for plutonium 
alpha activity. As soon as a 
particular concentration of 
plutonium in the air is detected 
a bell rings and a red light 
goes on. It could be adapted to 
work with a reactor control 
mechanism.
